Women students who are finding it difficult to live out of residence will 
welcompt ,the news that a new 204 room building is to be constructed shortly to 
house the great influx of women students- This academic year has seen an even 
greater increase in the number of girls at Macdonald College, The majority of 
female students do the teaching course. 

This new residence will be built at a cost of over $800,000 which 
will come from the McGill Fund Raising Campaign. There will be 30 
single rooms in the new residence, other facilities include an entrance 
lounge, a music room . a recreation room in the basement, a small meeting 
room, with a kitchenette adjoining it. There will also be an additional lounge 
between the wings on. each floor. 

The new building will be on the site now occupied by the two 
rows of abandoned huts which were vacated this summer. Sometime in 
the future, a wing is to be added to this building to accommodate another 
100 students.

"Editorial writers are some of the most unimaginative souls one may ever 
meet. And college life being only slightly less tedious than that of the swamp alga, 
material with which to write editorials for college papers is consistently sparse. 
Accordingly, editorials in college papers make very dry fare. 

A seasoned Journal reader of two or three years can pretty well call the 
year's schedule of thought-provoking articles. In September he will roundly chastise 
for allowing the continuance of the barbarian initiation rites which the freshmen are 
getting such a kick out of. The October bit will deplore Student Apathy. The Novem- 
ber issues will be scandalized at recent Student Rowdyism and cluck its tongue on 
the Evils of Drink.

For it is undeniably true that the university is the last stronghold of feudal 
inflexibility, and adherence to tradition. It is the Mecca for Rut-dwellers from 
surrounding communities, carefully nurtured under the stone of the Secondary School 
System. 

Here at college, sheltered from the crass and vulgar Outside World, our 
little group begins its ritual homage to the god of Tradition and Illusion. Communion 
with the Spirit of the university is achieved by guzzling forty pints of sacred elixir. 
Then the neophytes receive the vestimcnts of their order, announcing in symbolic 
hues the mystic figures their Chosen Way and their proximity to full Enlightenment. 

This, we assure one another, is The Life and smugly contemplate the pitiful 
state of the Outsider who must muddle along without a working knowledge of Middle 
High Potugese and a chummy familiarity with Pythagorean geometry, long-revered 
disciplines of thought.

We feel bound to confess, however, that if we stray occasionally from the 
accepted recipe in the hopes of causing a few cases of intellectual indigestion, our

It was with some dismay that I laboured through the latest, tiresome 
tirade by last week's contributor to your column "One Man's Opinion". The tone of 
the article was such as to suggest that the writer was a strike leader shouting 
"We want more pay" rather than a humble, sincere Christian pointing out the need 
for a College Chapel. The clumsy intersper sion of odd Latin phrases did nothing to 
make the outburst more palatable, and can hardly have impressed many people. 

No doubt, your contributor must feel quite proud of his vicious attack on 
the College authorities, and of his courage in having "put them in their place". But 
it is easy to be brave when one is cowering under the protective cloak of anonymity. 
Had he revealed himself and come forward with a constructive idea or two, it would 
have been possible to respect him as a potential leader. 

Your contributor stated that he " subscribes to the ideas of Dr. Seely 

in absoluto extremo toto". He then went on to frequently quote the eminent doctor, 
and to set him up as the authority for most of the things stated in the article, the 
result being that the hapless reader was left guessing as to who the "One Man" was 
whose opinion was being expressed. H religion ". . .need not even be theistic". 
(Seely), surely a chapel is hardly necessary for a study of the subject. This view 
is hardly to be taken seriously , though, and is just another indication of the present 
day sloppy thinking and misuse of words, for, by very definition, religion is the 
recognition of a personal God entitled to obedience. It is also defined as a system 
of faith and worship. Perhaps your contributor would be good enough to explain how 
an atheistic religion could fit such a definition, or better still, perhaps he could 
enlighten us by telling us just what such a religion is. 

Your contributor ended his article by saying "We need spiritual guidance, 
we need moral inspiration, we need cultural development, we need a COLLEGE 
CHAPEL". We have a Roman Catholic and three Protestant Churches in Ste. Anne's, 
all easily accessible from the College by anyone capable of walking. These and 
their clergy provide both spiritual guidance and moral inspiration. Cultural develop- 
ment can be brought about by a sensible use of time, - an interested outlook, selective 
reading radio listening and so on. If we had a College Chapel, we would presumably 
need a full-time Chaplain, and the building would almost certainly be unused by more 
than a minute fraction of the student body, unless compulsory services were introduced, 
The undesirability of this is another matter, on which it is unnecessary to dwell here.

In reference to your »»Letter to the Editor", signed by J.M. in last week's 
issue, I would like to nmake the following rennarks . 

Granted I only read the "Times" for a comparatively short time, I have 
never seen an article, which dealt with a more important problem, than the one 
referred to above . 

Practically all educators agree, that in this age of Technology and Special- 
isation, the University graduate is becoming more and more a learned technician. 
This is certainly not the aim of a University; if it were, one might as well save the 
time, effort and money, and get a job in a hospital, office or laboratory, where one 
learns the profession just as well. 

To be more specific, I presume, that the aim of Macdonald College is to 
train independently thinking men and women who, after graduation, will go out and 
serve their country to the best of their abilities. If they have learned nothing else 
than how to be a good home economist or agriculturist, a great opportunity has been 
lost . 

Now, the question arises: Did Macdonald College fail in this respect in 
previous years? 

People, who are most capable of answering this question, say YES ! 

In a poll, undertaken recently, graduates of previous years almost unanim^ 
ously felt, that they lacked a foundation in the liberal arts, notably Philosophy, 
while they also stated that they had received sufficient instruction in sciences such 
as chemistry and biology. 

This information, once again, stresses the desperate need for instruction 
in the humanities, particularly in this Faculty, which deals with a "down-to-earth" 
science such as Agriculture. 

In view of all this, I modestly propose to add at least one Arts-course per 
year to the curriculum. I do not think, that this would overload the programme too 
much, seeing the overwhelming number of extra-curricular activities and the interest 
shown. If the addition of an Arts Course tends to overload the curriculum then some 
sciences should be sacrificed; the experience of our predecessors tells us that this 
is not badly felt in later life. 

Since the Degree course extends over four years, four different courses 
could be given; in my opinion: 

Philosophy - the Queen and Mother of all Arts and Sciences 
Psychology - to enable us to understand our fellowman's deeds and 

motives more clearly. „„„*i„ 
Sociology - to enhance better international relations and consequently 

Pedagogy - to give at least some training to us. future (or present) 
mothers and fathers in the "most difficult art" there is. 
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Naturally, any course mentioned above can be substituted for a different 
one, if deemed advisable by the Faculty and Students; also, whether the courses 
will rotate or otherwise will be left up to the appropriate authorities to decide. 

If Macdonald College should solve this acute problem by adding compulsory 
Arts Courses to her programme, she would not only be one of the first to do so, but 
also be an example for all other Agricultural and Technical Colleges both on this 
Continent and in other parts of the world.

N. FX. U.S. CONFERENCE ADVOCATES MORE LIBERAL ARTS 

The representatives of 25 Canadian universities from Newfoundland to 
British Columbia met in Quebec for a meeting of the National Federation of 
Canadian University Students on the 14th of October.

Amongst the other topics 
discussed at the meeting were, studies on national and international programmes 
of the organization, and a discussion of the fate of travel director James Pickett, 
who has been criticized for his handling of the Scottish students who came to 
Canada this summer, only to be left stranded. During the last days of the meeting, 
the students from across Canada found that they agreed on one thing, they were 
not happy with the education that Canada offers its young people. Although the 
delegates to the NFCUS came to no conclusions, there were some lively discussions » 
The general feeling was that colleges have gone too far in turning our scientists 
and technologists, it is felt that more liberal arts and study for the sake of educ- 
ation are needed o

Anyone creeping along in the bumper to bumper traffic pouring into 
Ottawa on Thanksgiving weekend was perhaps reminded of Calgary during 
Stampede week! The Queen was arriving, and all along the thirteen mile 
route that she followed from the airport to Government House that Saturday 
afternoon the tension mounted. Television cameras perched on bridges, towers 
and ledges. Fresh paint glistened. Flags splashed the sky with colour, and 
crowds of patient but excited people lined the streets. As the outriders of the 
procession slowly made their way around the bends in the road, Union Jacks 
and handkerchiefs were produced, and when the smiling Queen and Consort 
finally appeared in a plastic-topped Cadillac, the cheers were enought to warm 
anyone's heart . 

That night the Parliament Buildings were flooded with light, the sound 
of bells from the Peace Tower rang out over the city, and streams of people 
swarmed about the Hill, reflecting the general feeling of excitement and elation 
all over Ottawa. American license plates were lined up alongside those from 
the Canadian provinces, and tourists and "home-towners" alike mingled about 
among the red-coated R.C.M.P., proudly guarding the scene. 

Over the long weekend there were two particularly note-worthy events. 
One was Children's Day, when thousands of animated youngsters assembled at 
Lansdowne Park to give the Queen a tremendous welcome. One thousand of the 
"young fry»' came down from Toronto, and Monday night at the Union Station 
might well be compared to the final charge on the Alamo! 

The most significant event, of course, was the opening of Parliament on 
Monday afternoon. There were no plastic-topped cadiUacs used for this ceremony 
The Queen and Prince Philip rode to Parliament in a gold-painted carriage 
drawn by a team of six horses and preceded by a group of Mounted Police on 
horseback, their pennant-tipped lances glistening in the sun. During the actual 
ceremony, history came alive as the Gentleman of the Black Rod summoned the 
members of the Commons to the Senate Chamber where the Queen gave the 
speech from the Throne. 

During her brief visit to Canada's capitol. we as Canadians became more 
intensely aware of the fact that she is ou^queen. even though we are - "^U V 
an independent nation. Let us hope that her reign will be a long one. and that 
we will never be without a sovereign.

The following week, the same group went to Canada Packers and Wilsil's 
in Montreal to see the same steers after they had been killed. It was noted that all 
animals which had been show winners made top quality beef.

To get a rough idea of the flu and 
cold situation, however, a survey was made of the teachers. Of 212 teachers 
questioned, 124 were absent during the last month. Expanding this information 
for the coUece as a whole, about half of the students were ill. 

Just as suddenly as it appeared the epi'denTic^k^s now almost disappeared, 
Life is back to normal and the flu scare is history. 

An interesting sidelight, not one case of the dreaded Asian Flu was 
positively identified.
